CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT

Successfully complete the WORK CAPACITY TEST (WCT) for Wildland Firefighters. These positions
participate in wildland firefighting activities.
e Forestry Technician and Forestry Aid: PASSING the WCT at the ARDUOUS level is a
“condition of employment.” The Arduous fitness (Pack) Test consists of a three (3) mile hike,
within forty-five (45) minutes, while carrying a forty-five (45) pound pack.

e Forestry Technician (Fire Dispatcher): Does Not need to meet these conditions for employment.

These positions have been identified under the Forest Service Fire Program Management (FS-FPM) and are
subject to selective placement factor requirements contained in the FS-FPM Standard and Guide. The

applicant will be required to possess these qualifications by the date identified for each position.

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About the Fire and Aviation Management Program:

Lands administered by the PSICC are adjoining and/or intermingled within BLM, private, and other lands throughout
Southern Colorado and Southwestern Kansas. The location, setting and intermingled nature of federal and private
lands within the managed area cause the unit to have a very complex program with a significant wildland urban
interface (WUI) setting. Historically the PSICC has a fire season from roughly the beginning of April through
October, averaging 174 fires a year. The unit has the following resources: 8 engines, an Interagency Hotshot Crew, a
Helicopter Module, three Single Engine Air Tanker Bases, a Heavy Air Tanker Base, 4 Fuels Crews, and an
Interagency Dispatch Center.

The Pike and San Isabel National Forest and Cimarron & Comanche National Grasslands

Organizational Unit of the PSICC: The PSICC Supervisor’s Office is located in Pueblo, CO, and oversees
management of 8 Ranger Districts (RD) that are widely distributed across central and southeastern Colorado and
southwestern Kansas. The Mountain Ranger Districts include the Leadville RD in Leadville; the Salida RD in Salida;
the San Carlos RD in Canon City; the South Park RD in Fairplay; the South Platte RD in Morrison; and the Pikes Peak
RD in Colorado Springs. The Grasslands Ranger Districts include the Comanche RD in La Junta and Springfield, and
the Cimarron RD in Elkhart, Kansas.

Elevations: Lowest - 3,500 feet above sea level, Highest - 14,443 feet above sea level
Total land area is 3,117,588 acres within the following units:

PSICC:

Pike National Forest — 1,288,379 acres

San Isabel National Forest — 1,245,517 acres
Cimarron National Grassland — 116,319 acres
Comanche National Grassland — 467,373 acres

PSICC Wilderness Areas: Buffalo Peaks, Holy Cross, Mount Massive, Collegiate Peaks, Lost Creek, Sangre de
Cristo, Greenhorn Mountain, Mount Evans, and the Spanish Peaks

PSICC National Scenic or Historic Trails: Continental Divide National Scenic Trail and the Santa Fe Trail. Scenic
Byways: Frontier Pathways Scenic Byway, Santa Fe Trail, Top of the Rockies, Guanella Pass Road, and the Highway
of Legends.

The PSICC is host to the headwaters of the South Platte, Arkansas, and Purgatoire Rivers.
The PSICC is considered an urban national forest because of its proximity to millions of recreationists along

Colorado’s Front Range. In fact, aside from skier visits, the PSICC is the third most visited Forest Service location in
the nation.
